1 . (withdrawn) A method for processing preference information, comprising: 
determining one or more acceptable changes, each acceptable change corresponding 

to an attribute of a comparison product; and 

determining a change in share of the comparison product in a case that the 
comparison product is changed according to one or more of the one or more acceptable 
changes, 

wherein the determination of the change in share of the comparison product is based 
at least on the one or more of the one or more acceptable changes and on preference 
information associated with a plurality of respondents. 

2. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 1, further comprising determining 
attribute levels of each of a plurality of products of interest; and 

wherein the step of determining a change in share comprises: 

determining, for each of the plurality of respondents, a total utility of each product 
of interest and of the comparison product; 

determining, for each respondent, a most-preferred product of the products of 
interest and of the comparison product based on the total utilities thereof; 

determining a share of the comparison product based on a number of respondents 
for whom the comparison product is most-preferred; 

determining, for each of the plurality of respondents, a total utility of the 
comparison product as changed according to the one or more of the one or more 
acceptable changes; 

determining, for each respondent, a most-preferred product of the products of 
interest and of the changed comparison product based on the total utilities thereof; and 

determining a share of the changed comparison product based on a number of 
respondents for whom the changed comparison product is most-preferred. 

3. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 1, further comprising: 
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determining a change in share of each of a plurality of products in a case that the 
comparison product is changed according to the one or more of the one or more 
acceptable changes. 

4. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 1, wherein the one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes comprise a change to a first attribute, and wherein the 
step of determining a share comprises: 

determining a first change in share of the comparison product in a case that the 
comparison product is changed only according to the change to the first attribute. 

5. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 4, wherein the one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes comprise a change to a second attribute, and wherein the 
step of determining a share comprises: 

determining a second change in share of the comparison product in a case that the 
comparison product is changed only according to the change to the second attribute. 

6. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 5, further comprising: 
determining a relative importance of the first attribute and a relative importance of 

the second attribute based on the first change in share and on the second change in share. 

7. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 1, wherein the one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes comprise a change to an attribute, and wherein the step of 
determining the share comprises: 

determining a first change in share of the comparison product in a case that the 
comparison product is changed only according to a first change to the attribute; and 

determining a second change in share of the comparison product in a case that the 
comparison product is changed only according to a second change to the attribute. 

8. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 7, wherein the attribute is price, and 
further comprising: 
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presenting the first change in share and the second change in share in association 
with the first change to the attribute and the second change to the attribute, respectively. 

9. (withdrawn) A method for processing preference information, comprising: 
determining one or more acceptable changes corresponding to one or more 

attribute levels of a comparison product; and 

determining a share of the comparison product in a case that the comparison 
product is changed according to one or more of the one or more acceptable changes, 

wherein the determination of the share is based at least on the one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes and on preference information associated with a plurality 
of respondents. 

10. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 9, further comprising determining 
attribute levels of each of a plurality of products of interest; and 

wherein the step of determining the share comprises: 

determining, for each of the plurality of respondents, a total utility of each product 
of interest and of the comparison product as changed according to the one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes; and 

determining, for each respondent, a most-preferred product of the products of 
interest and of the changed comparison product based on the total utilities thereof. 

1 1 . (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 9, further comprising: 
determining a share of each of a plurality of products in a case that the comparison 

product is changed according to one or more of the one or more acceptable changes. 

12. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 9, wherein the one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes comprise a plurality of acceptable changes to an attribute 
of the comparison product, and wherein the step of determining a share further comprises: 
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determining, for each of the plurality of acceptable changes to the attribute, a 
share of the comparison product in a case that the comparison product is changed 
according to an acceptable change. 

13. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 12, further comprising: 
determining, for each of the plurality of acceptable changes to the attribute, a 

share of each of a plurality of products in a case that the comparison product is changed 
according to an acceptable change. 

14. (withdrawn) A method for processing preference information, comprising: 
a first determining step of determining one or more acceptable changes, each 

acceptable change corresponding to an attribute of a comparison product; and 
a second determining step of determining, based at least on preference 
information associated with a respondent, a change in a utility associated with a change in 
an attribute of the comparison product, wherein the change comprises one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes. 

15. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 14, wherein the second 
determining step further comprises: 

determining, for each of a plurality of respondents, a corresponding individual 
change in an individual normalized utility associated with the change in the attribute of 
the comparison product; and 

determining the change in the utility associated with the attribute of the 
comparison product based on a plurality of the individual changes. 

16. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 15, further comprising: 
determining, for each of a plurality of changes in normalized utility, a percentage 

or a number of the plurality of respondents whose corresponding individual change is 
similar to a change in normalized utility. 
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17. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 16, further comprising: 
presenting the indication only if the statistical difference exceeds a predetermined 

value. 

18. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 15, further comprising: 
presenting an indication of a statistical difference between each of the individual 

changes. 

19. (withdrawn) A method according to Claims 14 or 15, further comprising: 
presenting the change in the utility associated with the change in the attribute. 

20. (withdrawn) A method according to Claims 14 or 15, wherein the one or more 
acceptable changes comprise a plurality of acceptable changes in the attribute, and 
wherein the second determining step comprises: 

determining, for each of the plurality of acceptable changes in the attribute, a 
change in a normalized utility associated with a change in the attribute; and 
presenting the change in the utility of the attribute. 

21. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 20, further comprising: 
presenting, for each of the plurality of acceptable changes in the attribute, a 

percentage of respondents for whom an acceptable change reflects an unacceptable 
attribute level. 

22. (original) A method for processing preference information, comprising: 
a first step of determining one or more acceptable changes, each acceptable 

change corresponding to an attribute of a comparison product; and 

a second step of determining an amount willing to be paid by a respondent for one 
or more of the one or more acceptable changes based on preference information 
associated with the respondent. 
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23. (original) A method according to Claim 22, wherein the second determining 
step further comprises: 

determining a utility of a price of the comparison product based on the preference 
information; 

determining a utility of one attribute of the comparison product based on the 
preference information; 

determining a utility of the one attribute as changed according to one of the one or 
more acceptable changes based on the preference information; 

determining a utility of a price of the comparison product as changed according to 
the one acceptable change based on the preference information; 

determining a price of the comparison product as changed according to the one 
acceptable change based on the determined utility of the price of the comparison product 
as changed according to the one or more acceptable changes; and 

subtracting the price of the comparison product from the price of the comparison 
product as changed according to the one acceptable change. 

24. (original) A method according to Claim 22, wherein the second determining 
step comprises: 

determining an individual amount willing to be paid by each of a plurality of 
respondents for the one or more of the one or more acceptable changes based on 
preference information associated with the plurality of respondents; and 

determining the amount willing to be paid based on a plurality of the individual 
amounts willing to be paid. 

25. (original) A method according to 24, further comprising: 

presenting an indication of a statistical difference between each of the individual 
amounts willing to be paid. 

26. (original) A method according to Claim 25, further comprising: 
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presenting the indication only if the statistical difference exceeds a predetermined 

value. 

27. (original) A method according to Claims 22 or 24, further comprising: 
presenting the amount willing to be paid for the one or more of the one or more 

acceptable changes. 

28. (original) A method according to Claims 22 or 24, wherein the one or more 
acceptable changes comprise a plurality of acceptable changes in an attribute, and further 
comprising: 

determining the change in the amount willing to be paid for each of the plurality 
of acceptable changes as compared to the amount willing to be paid for the comparison 
product without each of the plurality of acceptable changes. 

29. (original) A method according to Claim 28, further comprising: 
presenting, for each of the plurality of acceptable changes in the attribute, a 

percentage of respondents for whom an acceptable change reflects an unacceptable 
attribute level. 

30. (original) A method according to Claims 22 or 24, further comprising: 
presenting the amount willing to be paid and a cost of the one or more of the one 

or more acceptable changes. 

31. (original) A method according to Claim 30, further comprising: 
presenting a market price of the one or more of the one or more acceptable 

changes. 

32. (withdrawn) A method for processing preference information, comprising: 
a first step of determining one or more acceptable changes, each acceptable 

change corresponding to an attribute of a comparison product; and 
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a second step of determining, for each of a plurality of changes in price, a change 
in share in a case that the comparison product is changed according to one or more of the 
one or more acceptable changes, based on preference information associated with a 
respondent. 

33. (withdrawn) A method according to Claim 32, wherein the second 
determining step comprises: 

determining, for each of the plurality of changes in price, an individual change in 
a most-preferred product in a case that the comparison product is changed according to 
the one or more of the one or more acceptable changes, based on preference information 
associated with each of a plurality of respondents; and 

determining the change in share for each of the plurality of changes in price based 
on a plurality of the individual changes in the most-preferred product. 

34. (withdrawn) A method according to Claims 32 or 33, further comprising: 
presenting the change in share for each of the plurality of changes in price.

levels.

attribute levels of a comparison product; and 

determine a share of the comparison product in a case that the comparison 
product is changed according to one or more of the one or more acceptable 
changes, 

wherein the determination of the share is based at least on the one or more 
of the one or more acceptable changes and on preference information associated 
with a plurality of respondents. 

90. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine one or more acceptable changes, each acceptable change 
corresponding to an attribute of a comparison product; and 

determine, based at least on preference information associated with a 
respondent, a change in a utility associated with a change in an attribute of the 
comparison product, wherein the change comprises one or more of the one or 
more acceptable changes. 

91 . (original) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine one or more acceptable changes, each acceptable change 
corresponding to an attribute of a comparison product; and 
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determine an amount willing to be paid by a respondent for one or more of 
the one or more acceptable changes based on preference information associated 
with the respondent. 

92. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine one or more acceptable changes, each acceptable change 
corresponding to an attribute of a comparison product; and 

determine, for each of a plurality of changes in price, a change in share in a 
case that the comparison product is changed according to one or more of the one 
or more acceptable changes, based on preference information associated with a 
respondent. 

93. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine preference information associated with a respondent; 
determine attribute levels for one or more comparison products; and 
determine a value relating a theoretical optimal product associated with the 
respondent and one of the one or more comparison products that is most preferred 
by the respondent based on the preference information and on the attribute levels. 

94. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine preference information associated with a respondent; 
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determine attribute levels of each of one or more client's products and of 
each of one or more competitor's products; and 

determine, based on the preference information and on the attribute levels, 
a value relating the respondent's preference for the attribute levels of a most- 
preferred one of the one or more client's products and the respondent's preference 
for the attribute levels of a most-preferred one of the one or more competitor's 
products. 

95. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine preference information associated with a plurality of 
respondents; 

determine, for each of the plurality of respondents, which of the attribute 
levels are unacceptable based on the preference information; and 

present, for one or more attribute levels, a percentage and/or an indication 
of a number of respondents for whom the attribute level is unacceptable. 

96. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine attribute levels of each of one or more client's products and of 
each of one or more competitor's products; 

determine preference information associated with a respondent for whom 
at least one of the client's products is preferred over each of the one or more 
competitor's products; and 
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determine a value relating the respondent's preference for a most-preferred 
one of the client's products and the respondent's preference for a most-preferred 
one of the one or more competitor's products. 

97. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine attribute levels of each of one or more client's products and of 
each of one or more competitor's products; 

determine preference information associated with a respondent for whom 
at least one of the competitor's products is preferred over each of the one or more 
client's products; and 

determine a value relating the respondent's preference for a most-preferred 
one of the competitor's products and the respondent's preference for a most- 
preferred one of the one or more client's products. 

98. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine preference information associated with one or more 
respondents, the preference information including preference information for a 
plurality of brands; 

determine, based on the preference information, one or more of the one or 
more respondents for whom a first brand is a most-preferred brand; and 

determine a value relating preferences of the one or more of the one or 
more respondents for a second brand of the plurality of brands and preferences of 
the one or more of the one or more respondents for the plurality of brands. 
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99. (withdrawn) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions 
adapted to be executed by the processor to: 

determine preference information associated with one or more 
respondents, the preference information including preference information for a 
plurality of brands; 

determine, based on the preference information, one or more of the one or 
more respondents for whom a first brand is a most-preferred brand; 

determine a value relating preferences of the one or more of the one or 
more respondents for a second brand of the plurality of brands and preferences of 
the one or more of the one or more respondents for the plurality of brands; and 

repeat the step of determining the value such that the value is determined 
for each of the plurality of brands as the second brand. 

100. (original) An apparatus for processing preference information, comprising: 
a processor; and 

a storage device in communication with the processor and storing instructions adapted to 
be executed by the processor to: 

determine one or more attribute levels of a comparison product; 

determine one or more acceptable changes, each of the acceptable changes 
corresponding to one of the determined one or more attribute levels; 

determine a cost of the one or more acceptable changes; 

determine a willingness to pay for the one or more acceptable changes based on 
preference information associated with a respondent; and 

determine a value representing a change in margin in a case that the comparison 
product is changed according to the one or more acceptable changes, based at least in part 
on the cost and the willingness to pay. 
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
